Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 15-34, a process which comprises 

A. Making an olefin having from 4 to 6 carbons to obtain an aldehyde and making an 
alcohol from the aldehyde, the next step being dehydrating the alcohol to form a 1- 
olefin, and the final step being obtaining a olefin having 8-12 carbon atoms by 
metathesis reaction with elimination of ethylene from the 1 -olefin 
could not be found in the prior art.
